A’ grown female raccoon will 
give birth to from four to seven ‘‘kits” 
at a time, I have known @ mother 
raccoon to give birth to five ‘‘kits” 
fin a den on a hay mow in an old 
log-barn alongside of one of the most 
traveled roads in Simcoe county. 
There they remained for about four 
days. Often an inquisitive pair of 
eyes would peek over the edge of the 
mow, only to be met by the steady 
gaze-of the large snapping eyes of 
the mother, She showed no fear or 
anger at any time. She removed them 
to the woods one evening. 

When a boy I captured a young 
raccoon near my home. I placed him 
in a cage and entertained myself with 
visions of a jolly pet. That night the 
mother raccoon came right up to the 
‘house, -hewed a hole through the 
bars of the cage, and set her ‘kit’ 
free. She had to face the danger of a 
eross collie dog meeting her. When L 
saw the footprints and work of such 
a brave mother, I was pleased she 
had won out.
